ket, which fell within half a Piftol-fhot; but the 
Packet out-failing her, fhe left offher Chace. 

Yefterday a Hoy failed with Provifions for the 
Fleet at Spithead, which ’tis generally believed 
will not continue much longer there, before they 
will have Orders, either to put to Sea, or be laid 
up; the former of which,in the Opinion of fome, 
feems moft likely: For notwithftanding we have 
been fo many Months in Expectation of the King 
of Spain’s final Refolution, we.are far from know- 
ing, whether the Difpatches which the Courier 
Bannieres has at laft brought, aresfatisfaGory. 

Accounts from Paris by the Holland Mail con- 
firm, that the forenamed Courier has brought no 
poficive Anfwer from his Cath. Majefty ; and that 
as to the Contents of his Difpatches, not one-Par- 
ticular thereof could be learned with any C€rtain- 
ty: Several Conferences have been held fince his 
Return, betwixt Cardinal de Fleury and the Pleni- 
potentiaries, who have fent Exprefles to their 
Courts with the Refult of the faid Conferences ; 
and ’tis aflured on the Return of the faid Expreffes, 
the Courier Bannieres will be fene again to the 
Court of Spain. Mean time they add, that it was 
{till difcourfed at Court, that the Peace will foon 
be concluded, and that his Cath, Majefty feemed 
well fatisfied with the Propofitions made him by 
the Allies of Hanover in favours of the Infant Don 
Carlos. : 

The Advices from Hanover intimate, ‘that’ 


Rri& Fricadfhip would foon be reftored beswixe 


that Court and that of Berlin; and that the Talk 
of a Marriage betwixt the Prince of Wales and the 
Princefs Royal of Pruflia was revived. 

+ Mr. Walden the Meffenger, who arrived Yefter- 
day Exprefs from Hanover, brought with him fe- 
veral new Pieces of Gold and Silver coin’d, being 
tBhe Produce of the Mines of his Majefty’s German 
Deminions. 

Our Merchants and Traders with thar fome Cer- 
tainty may be colleéed from the Advices by the 
next Mail, in relation to the pacific Negotiations, 
fo that our Commerce, which has been a long time 
drooping, may revive, and the Poor meet with 
Employment. 

They write from Dublin of the roth Inft. that 
their Caftle was putting in Repair for his Excel- 
lency the Lord Carteret, whofe Prefence is much 
long’d for by the Citizens, in hopes that their 
Trade, which has been for fome Time almoft ata 
ftand, will then be retrieved. ‘We hear the Dia- 
mond and another 40 Gun Ship will be commiffione 
ed for the Channel Service. 

Private Lefters from Italy mention the great In- 
firmity and Indifpofition of the Duke of 1 ufcany; 
which had caufed a grand Council to be held by the 
K. of Spain,-and the Propofals of G. Britain and 
its Allies to be re-examined; and tis thought his 
Majefty’s Acceptance thereof cannot be doubted, 
fecing that he has nothirg more at heart than the 
Succeflion of the Infant Don Carlos tothe Domie 
nions of Tufcany ; and that on the other hand 
the Emperor is no lefs averfe to it, and, we hear, 
has propofed a Marriage betwixt the Princefs of 
Lorain and the Emperor of Ruffia, thereby oppo- 
fing that which was intended with the Duke of 
Orleans.
